ANTI-PRESS GAC. 
PROVISIONS OF TREMAINE’S BILL. 
Special lrapatch to The Chicaao Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 14.—Mr. Tremaine’s 
bill, which is proposed as a modification of the 
Poland gag-law, is in substance as follows: It 
does not repeal the section of the law known as 
the gag-law, but amends it so that in case of in- 
dictment for libel in this District, when a libel is 
priated in a paper published outside of this Dis- 
trict, but circulated here, the indicted person 
shall have the right toa trial in the United 
States Court in the district or circuit where 
the pewspaper in question is published. 
This right shall be contingent upon 
the execution of a “bond by . the 


person indicted in the sum of not less than $250 


nor more than $1,000. The conditions of this 
boud are, that, in the event of the conviction of 
the defenijant, the plaintiff shali be paid ali 
reasopable and necessary traveling expenses in 
going to the judicial district of the placeof pub- 
lication of the newspaper. It will be seen that 
the bill embodies some of the vital objectionabie 
features of the Poland gag-law itself. It estab- 
hshes a national law of libel, and proceeds upon 
the assumption that a libel is commuted wher- 
ever a newspaper circulates. It practicaily over- 
rides the State laws for libel, and extends the 
junmsdiction of Federal Courts. The bill was re- 
feri:ed to tue Judiciary Committee. 
ATTEMPT TO REPEAL THE POLAND BILL. 

William Walter Phelps made good his promire, 
and to-day moved to suspend the rules 
and consider his bi!l for the repeal of the 
Poland gag-law. Ihe House refused to at pres- 
ent consider his bill, and for two very good 
reasons. The opponents of the Republican 
majority will not be slow to find in this action a 
text for a general vililication of the motives of 
the Republican mémbers, and they will not make 
kuown the real reasons which controiled a 
inajority in declinizng to enter upon tiat 

uestion, ‘The reasons were these: First, 
a Poland, in view ot the 
universal attack upon himself in connection with 
this law, which he characterized as a &!ifiut pub- 
lic allusion to himself, claimed the right to have 
an opportunity ov the floor of the House to say 
something of the real origin of the bill which 
bears bis name, and of the reasous which ip- 
duced him to introduce it. ‘This courtesy the 
Democrats were unwilling to accord him, and, 
iu their zeal for sensauonal popularity, msisted 
upon forcing the bill to an immediate vote with- 
out anv cousideration whatever. The Repabli- 
cap members thought the long term of service 
of Judge Poland in the House warranted bim 
in insisting upon the right to be heard. They 
therefore, from a sense of courtesy and justice, 
would not permit the Democrats to hound bim 
down, In taling this course, they Dy no means 
indorse tne Poland law. 

THE SECOND REASON 
was that the Phe!ps bill itself, in the opinion 
of the best lawyers of the House, who say it 1s 
not all what it pretends to be, is a crude bull. 
George F. Hoar and others of the leading law- 
yers who have given it a careful examination 
state that Phelps’ bill bas no _ refer- 
ence whatsoever to criminal indictments 
for libel, and can be construed to refer only to 
civil actions for libel. Tue great objection to 
the Poland gag-law bas been the jurisdiction 
which it is supposed to give to the courts of this 
Disirict ip criminal libel. This feature lawvers 
like Hoar claim that the Phelps bill would not 
repeal. These lawyers are themselves as earnest 
for the repeal of the principle of the loland gag- 
law asis Mr. Phelps himself. hey were in- 
tluenced in their votes by a desire to have a bill 
which would fully accomplish the 
REPEAL OF THE PRINCIPLE OF THE: LAW. 
This they thought could not be done except by 
referring the bill to a committee where its pro- 
visions could be carefully considered and com- 
pared with the Poland gag law. These were the 
real motives which controlled the votes of the 
Republicans. Many of the etatemente which 
will be sent abroad to-night, that the Repub- 
lican members of the Lower House refured to 
act upon the measure, because they are in favor 
of the censorship of the press of the country, 
are as ridiculous as they are unfair.

THE PACIFIC MAIL INVESTICATION. 
CONGRESSMAN PARSONS IN A BAD BOX. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 14.—Richard C. Par- 
sons was ubfortunate in his voluntary attempt to 
purge himself of ali suspicion of connection with 
the Pacific Mail seubsidy.. Last Friday, the New 
York Tribune, referring to the Pacific Mail in- 
vestigation, said: 

We hope that Mr, Richard C. Parsons will pe asked 
to testify astoany useof s largesum of money of 
which he may be cognizant. 

That pight Parsons caused the following state- 
ment to be sent to the Associated Press : 

Mr. Parsons, of Ohio, will, at the eariest moment, 
on Monday, from his seat in the House, deny in the 
broadest manner that he had any connection whatever 
with the distribution of the so-called Pacific Mail 
fund, as charged inarecent newspaper article, and 
will state that he never paid a member of Congress 
one dollar for his services or his vote on the measure, 
or knew of one being paix 

Mr. Parsons to-day, from his place in the 
House, did 

DEMAND A PERSONAL EXPLANATION. | 

It was granted. He stated that he a: sired, ip 
the broadest manner, to say that the lusinuation 
of the Tribune was untrue aud unfounded. lie 
had no knowledge that any money was ever paid 
to any Congressman in convection with that 
subsidy, and at the time it was passed he (Par- 
sous) was not a member of Co: gress. Mr. Rav- 
dall, of Pennsylvania, here desired to ask Par- 
sons & question, which was 

WHETHER HE (PARSONS) WAS EVER PAID ANY MONEY 
in connection with the subsidy. To this Mr. 


; 
Parsons, without further explanation, answered, 


‘*] was. 

At the time the subsidy was granted Parsons 
was Marshal of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

His personal explanation has created a most 
unfavorable impression. It seemed evident that 
the intention of the Associated Press dispatch 
and of the statement in Congress was to denyail 
knowledge of the transaction. But the answer 
to Randall's interrogatory shows that, giving 
the subject the most charitable construction, Par- 
sons, by his own confession, was a paid attorney 
of the Pacific Mail Company at the time the sub- 
sidv Was passed. He will be summoned before 
the luvestigating Commities. 

THE WITNESS SWORN.

Wasntnaton, D. C., Dec. 14.—Private infor- 
mation received by members of the Ways and 
Meane Committee leads them to believe that 
Lichard B. Irwin, who handled #750,000 of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company's money, will 
keep nothing back when he testifies to-morrow, 
but account for every dollar exvended. They 
are also assured that Irwin will be able to show 
that, with the exception of avery small part of 
the monev (about $15,000), the funds were used 
to cover up stock speculations. But other infor- 
mation from a trustworthy source is to the effect 
that [rwin is not likely to tell ali that he knows, 
but will maxe such an explanation as to leave 
the Committee in the dark as to where the money 
actually weut.

THE GENEVA AWARD, 
COMPROMISE WITH THE INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
Spectai Dispatch to Phe Chicaae Tribune. 

WasnHineaton, D. C., Dec. 14.—Lyman Tremain 
introduced a bill to provide for the further dis- 
tribution of the Geneva award. The bill is a re- 
sult of a compromise between the insurance 
companies and what are known as the War-pre- 
mium claimants. For twosuccessive winters there 
has beea @ great contest here between these two 
rival claimants for the $15,500,000 of the Geneva 
award. Both parties bad a very large following. 
They were supported by strong lecal talent in 
Congress, and by a powerful lobby. Last 
winter @ partial compromise was effected, 
aod a bill passed providing that the claims 
upon the award concerning which there was no 
dispute should be paid. The aggregate of these 
uodisputead ciaims is about $2,500,000. The 
greater portion accrued in the New Bedford Dis- 
trict, in Marsachusetis. Under this compromise 
law the Geneva Award Court was organized. 
The compromise which has been made between 
the insurance companies and the War-premium 
claimants is generally underetood to be thatthe 
insurance companies shall be admitted to a par- 
ticipation in the award, but that they shall make 


those of the Washington branch, were inaccurate 
and unreliable, those of the Wasbineton branch 
alone containing at the time the Commissioners 
took possersion discrepancies of over $70,000. 
The sum of $16,523 has since been discovered to 
consist of the d:.plication of a portion of the de- 
positors’ accounts, they having been twice trans- 
ferred from one of the old iledgers of the com- 
pany. On account of irregularities thus exist- 
ing the Commussioners made the pass-books 
themselves the basis of their examination. It 
soon became apparent that designing persons 
were engaged in 
EXCITING THE SUSPICION OF DEPOSITORS, 

and endeavoring to prevent them from present- 
ing their paas-books, 

All the schedules except those of New Or- 
leans and St. Louis bave been received. Most 
of them show the amount due depositors to be 
greater than the amount previously reported by 
the officers in charge of the several branches. 
When the Commissioners assumed contro!, the 
runnipg expenses of the branches of the insti- 
tution amounted to about $155,000 per annum. 
These have been cut down to about $35,000 per 
aunum. 

Agents bave been retained at smal! salary in a 
number of places to euard the interests of de- 
positors aud aid in Winding up the affairs of the 
institucion. Most of the loans held 
by the Company are overdue, and on 
many of tuem interest bas been 
allowed to accumulate for two and in some 
cases three years. ‘Ine collection of real estate 
loans 18 extremely slow and difficult. As to the 
coilection of the so-called avaiable loans, their 
collection 1s st.ll more difficult. About half of 
them were made in the District of Columbia se- 
curities vow below par. Of many of these loans 
the security is inadequate; of the others utter- 
ly worcbless, and in some cases the funds of the 
bauk bad been 

LOANED UPON MERE PERSONAL NOTES 
without any security whatever. The same may 
subsetantialiv be said of the branch loans. Asa 
class, these appear to be the worst in the posses- 
sion of the Company, aud the Commissioners 
doubt whether even 50 per cent of their amount 
will ever be collected. In attempting to realize 
upon the real eatate paper of the Company, the 
Commissioners hope to secure the co-operation 
of Congress in making over some of the Wash- 
ington and Jacksonville property to the United 
States, for the uses and purposes for which they 
are admirably adapted. 

Inthe matter of assignments, finding that 
persistent efforta were beige made to impose 
upon the depositors, the Commissioners adopted 
a iule to recognize assiguments oulv so far as to

THE FREEDMEN’S BANK. 
KEPORT OF THE EXAMINERS. 

Wasnrnaton, D. C., Dec. 14.—Tihe Comm's- 
siopers of the Freedmen’s Savings and Trust 
Company will present a report to Congress to- 
morrow. It will show the cash and cash items 
on hand at the several branches, aa called for by 
the books of the Company at the close of busi- 
ness July 11 last, amounted to $49,131.

REPORT OF THE GUVERNMENT DIRECTORS TO TH} 
SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR. 
Wasnigeton, D. C., Dec. 14.—The Govern- 
ment Directors of the Union Pacitic Lailroad 
have submitted their report to the Secretary of 
the Intenor.

The case of the United States on 
the relation of Haistal vs. The Union Pacific Railro:d 
presents the question, The case has been argued and 
submitted, and the decisioa of the Court will be rene 
dered at the May term for 1475. 

The earnings of the bridge for the year ending June 
30, 1874, after deducting expenses, was $176,539.75, 
For the year ending June 30, 1874, the Company earned 
on Government account $759,021.26.

LOCALIZED MANAGEMENT. 

We do not hesitate to reaffirm the opinion expressed 
in former reports of the Governiment Directors, that 
the Union Pacific Railroad, with a localized business 
management, with proper and sufficient power, can be 
made to meet ail of the liabilities which rest upon it, 
including every dolar which the Government bas in- 
vested in it. 

An intelligent judgment upon thie great national 
work baa never been pronounced by the country. Its 
construction was attended with thoughtless applause, 
the cost was not counted nor cared tor, the end was 
looked to only, and everything which tended to insure 
it was greeted with acclaim, aud approved without due 
consideration, 

The present opinion of this stupendons work derives 
its tone and character from developments subsequent 
to its construction, The ‘Credit Movilier ” investi- 
gation has tinged everything. The judgment which 
fullows completion 18 a8 unsound as that which attend- 
ed construction, The work bas substantial merits 
which cannot be detected from either of these stand- 
points. A localized management will support 
our judgment, and this can be had either 
by the voluntary action of the Company, or 
by such reasonable and prudent legisiatioan as will 
not do violence to the Company's chari-red rights, 
If this end is not reached, and our recommendations 
not approved and enforced, esther by the Company or 
by Congress, still the case is not so bad as, froma mere 
pecuniary point of view, the country how seems to re- 
gard it. We believe that tle affairs of the Company 
can be 80 conducted that every dollar of the Govern- 
ment investment can be returned, The point on whi.h 
we turn the whole caee is « locaiized management.

If there has been one public trust in this 
city more neglected and abused by the Coun- 
cil than any other, it is the Public Library 
during the last year; and this in spite of its

THE STATE reat gy OF MUNICIPAL 

Our Springfield correspondent discloses the 
fact that there will be an effort made at the 
next session of the Legislature to have the 
State assume the indebtedness of all the mu- 
nicipalities of Illinois. This debt is of three 
kinds: County and city debts, contracted 
for municipal purposes; city, county, and 
town debts, contracted for subscriptions and 
subsidies to railroads; debts contracted by 
school districts for school purposes. The 
first class of these debts bear an average rate 
of 7 per cent interest, while the railroad-aid 
debt averages 9 1-4 per cent interest, 
and the school-district debts we think 
bear 10 per cent. The _ railroad-sub. 
sidy debt aggregates a principal of 
about $15,000,000, the interest on a part of 
which is unpaid. A portion of this debt has 
been declared fraudulent by the courts, and 
more of it is yet in litigation. The amount 
of the other debts is estimated at from thirty 
to thirty-five millions, making an agere- 
gate, in round numbers, of about fifty 
millions. Some of these municipalities 
have contracted debts far beyond their 
ability of payment. There are, how- 
ever, many counties which owe no debts of 
any kind, and possibly one-third of the town- 
ships in the State are also free of debt. It 
is now proposed to consolidate all these debts, 
have the State assume them, and then pay 
them, principal and interest, by a general tax 
upon the property of the wholepeople. This

This assumption of municipal debts by the 
State involves, of course, a complete disrup- 
tion of the present Constitution. It m e 
reached by an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion repealing the present prohibitory provis- 
ions of that instrument, and the adoption of 
another authorizing this assumption of the 
local debt. The total assessed value of the 
taxable property in this State is, in round 
numbers, $1,200,000,000, which authorizes 
an aggregate county indebtedness of $60,000, - 
000, and a township indebtedness of like 
amount, and of a city indebtedness to, per- 
haps, one-fourth that sum. It will be 
seen, therefore, that the limit to which 
municipal debt may be carried under our 
Constitution has not yet been reached. In 
several instances, as in Chicago, the maxi- 
mum had been reached at the time the Con- 
stitution was adopted, but as a whole there is 
a large margin for municipal debt under the 
Constitution still unexhausted. The very 
agitation of this subject, therefore, will have 
the tendency to induce all those counties, 
cities, towns, and school districts which 
have not their full m@asure of debt 
to hurry up that they may have 
their whole gshere of the plunder. To 
assume the debts of the various municipali- 
ties, and Make them a general charge upon 
the whole pedple,/as well those who owe 
nothing as those who owe but littie, would be 
an act of gross injustice. It would be making 
the people of Knox County, or any other 
county free of debt, pay a part of the debt of 
the City of Chicago. It would make the 
people of Winnebago County pay for building 
the Court-House in Carlinville, and make the 
whole State of Illinois pay the cost of 
building a five orsix millions of dollars’ Court- 
House and City-Hall in Cook County.

THE CITY JUSTICES. 

The terms of office of the fifteen Justices of 
the Peace of this city expire in April, 1875, 
and the Judges of the Courts will meet in 
January to nominate alist of persons from 
which list the Governor will make his selec- 
tions. Already the rush for these offices has 
begun. ‘There is hardly a business man in 
the city who is not daily importuned by can- 
didates demanding letters and recommenda- 
tions to the Judges. It would seem that 
every person defeated in his aspirations for 
Alderman, County Commissioner, Legislature, 
and for place in the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments has now coticluded to be a Justice of the 
Peace, regardless of all consideration of 
fitness or qualification. The present Jus- 
tices are: South Division, N. B. Boyden, 
Calvin De Wolf, J. C. Haines, Charles 
Daggett, S. C. Hinsdale; West Division, 
Daniel Scully, H. 8. Austin, David Walsh, A. 
D. Sturtevant, John Van’t Woud; North 
Division, Hank Kaufmann, Thomas Cannon, 
Francis Roelle, P. L. Hawkinson, and R. C. 
Hammill. All of these, we suppose, are 
candidates for reappointment. It is reason- 
able to presume that the Judges will recom- 
mend all those of the present Board who are 
really fit for the office for reappointment, s0 
that the number of vacancies will not exceed 
one for each thirty outside candidates. The 
majority of the present Justices are respect- 
able otlicers, and, while the Judges may rea- 
sonably recommend changes, they will not 
certainly do so for the mere sake of giving 
places to local bummers, or professional 
politicians, or importunate applicants whose 
chief claim is impecuniosity.

papers from which the record is made. But 
the statute provides that the Supreme Court, 
or a Judge thereof, may, for good cause, ex- 
tend the time for procuring such order. 
Until the appeal is perfected, there is 
nothing upon which that Court can act. 
The cause is not before them. It is 
still pending in the Court below, and it is 
well settled that a Judge of the Supreme 
Court cannot grant an injunction in a cause 
pending in the Circuit. The application for 
an extension should be made defore the ten 
days have elapsed, for the Court would hesi- 
tate before extending time which had already 
expired. It may be urged that, after the ap- 
peal is perfected, the Judge in vacation may 
grant the injunction as an original process in 
that Court, but it is a very serious question 
whether the section quoted does not limit 
the powers of a Judge in vacation to the par- 
ticular cases therein, mentioned, and thus 
leave the appellant entirely without remedy. 

All trouble would have been avoided had 
the statute provided for the application a cer- 
tain number of days after the filing of the ap- 
peal bond and the bill of exceptions, or cer- 
tificate of evidence.

THE BOSTON BOY-BUTCHER. 

There will be avery general acquiescence in 
the verdict of the jury and the promulgation 
of the death sentence upon the monster, 
Jesse Pomeroy, the Boston boy-butcher, 
whose atrociously cruel acts are well known. 
During the last two or three years he has 
murdered several children under circumstan- 
ces of the most fiendish character. His sys- 
tem was to entice a child away to some se- 
cluded spot, and then torture it with a knife, 
cutting and slashing it in the most fearful 
manner before putting it to death.

The 
whole body of American Consuls in Germany 
testify in the same strain. This must bevery 
painful to the ‘*‘ Protectionists” of America. 
They might supply each Consul with a copy 
of Carry’s complete works on _ political 
economy, and send a supplementary caution 
to each not to write any more reports until 
the Empire was providentially wretched. 

The foreign trade of Germany shows a like 
prosperity. _ It has not only increased in the 
old channels, but it has struck out new ones 
of its own. Our Consuls are here, again, 
unanimous. ~ Corroborative testimony can be 
brought from other sources. BrapLAvGH 
said, in his lecture before the Sunday-Lecture 
Society, that German manufactures were 
driving British wares out of British markets, 
and that locomotives made in Germany or 
Belgium were running on English as well as 
Russian railways. About four monthsago the 
three great reviews of London sounded a 
simultaneous alarm that Germans were dis- 
placing Englishmen in the command of the 
world’s trade. All these facts speak for them- 
selves. They show that a country with free 
trade and sound currency can build up a 
gigantic industry at the very doors of the 
manufacturing power before which our 
“protected” industries, 3,000 miles away, 
tremble and totter, and cry for bounties of 
40 to 50 per cent to be levied upon and col- 
lected from the consumers of their protected 


goods.

It is@mot perceived that there can be any serious 
doubt on that question, It must be answered iu the 
affirmative, with the qualifications hereinafter stated : 

By the requirements of tne city charter, before ad- 
veriising for proposas, ** a pian or profile of the work 
to be done, accompanied with specifications for doing 


the same,’ must ** be placed on file in the oftice of the. 


Board of Pubiic Works,” and must “at ail times be 
open for puclic inspection,” and every bidder ia re- 
quired to file with Lis bid a bond that in case the con- 
tract be awarded to Lim Le will execute the work ac- 
cording to “the plans aud spec:fications,” etc, Ac- 
cordingly plans aud specifieations of this work were 60 
filed, and by the express jauguage of the contract 
these plans and specifications are ** made part ef this 
contract.’ (See iine 27 of contract.) 

Among these plans is one wiarked A, which is a pro- 
file of a longitudinal section of the proposed excava- 
tion, Veriicaily cut through the wuoie length of the 
work, ou a piane in the centre of the proposed excava- 
tion, That profile purports to show tue nature of the 
material to be excavated. 

The first ciause of the snecifications, under the head 
** Excavation,” is in tae following words: 

“The nature of the material to be ex-avated, so far 
as the same could be ascertained from numerous 
borings made, is shown by the accompanying plan, 
marked A, But the contractor musttake the work at 
bis own risk, with regard to the peculiarities of soii, 
which may exist at points between, or on the sides of, 
the borings.” By otber provisions, this trench was 
neariy 30 feet deep, 19 feet wide at the bottom, and of 
greater width nearer the surface, 

Of course the cost of the work depends largely upon 
the quality of the materiai and the depth at which itis 
found, The risk of caving (and consequent increased 
cost) depends much upon these conditions, 

Iu the case of Sawyer va, Tie City of Chicago, de- 
cided in the Supreme Court as part of the business of 
September term, 1872, the Court says: *‘ The profiie 
exhibiting the work to ve dsne wiio whatever is re»re- 
sented on it isa part of the contract itself, and must 
be so coustrued,” 

Tue profile im this case does not purport to show the 
points where the borings were made, nor how many 
borings were made, 

By wwe language of the clause in the specifications, 
the undertaking of the cityand the risk of tue con- 
tractor are both cleariy delued, especially when read 
in connection with an examination of the profile, 

It is pisin that by that clause

with Norrie & Co., that borings sufficiently numerous 
to show tle general average of the nature and iocation 
of the material to be excavated with substantial ac- 
curacy bad been made; ‘uat such borings were made 
faithfully. skilifully, aud with suitable instrumen's, 
aud that the result was correctly shown ob the ):roiile, 
The city warranted the substantial accuracy of 
the showing of the profie in this regard. 
But the fact is recognized that in actual 
excavation peculiarities or eccentricities of 
the soil, varying from that shown - upon 
tbe profile, both as to nature and relative depth, as 
points between the borings, longitudinally or at the 
sides, between the borings aud the proposed walis of 
the trench, migut be euvountered which had not been 
discovered Ly the borings, and were jialLie to ve un- 
discovered by the borings, though reasonsbiy pumer- 
ous, and done with skil: and accuracy. Allrisk as to 
such iocal peculiarities or eccentricities of soil rest 
upon the contractors, and this is the ouly risk they 
assume.

ACHUMY VB BCU L res - 0. eet 
the back-flling and dressing up the street haa been 
done. Tuis seems to indicate that the back-filling was 
to be done as coon as each 100 yards of the work ws 
done. Agzin, the contract provides for the erection 
upon the masonry of the conduit proper structures 
called “ man-holes,” at the intervections of streets and 
elsewhere, and the upper ends of these “ man-holes” 
were to be, when done, at the surface of the street, 
aud that the lower ends intersect the conduit, it 
would seem that the most ready way to fix the height 
of the top of the *“* man-boles” would be to do the back- 
filling and restore the street, and thus fix the elevation 
of the surface, It would also seem plain that the sta- 
bility awd security of the masonry of the conduit and 
of these “ man-holes” would require the back-filling to 
be done as the work progressed, 

It is not understood that the contractors claim that 
the back-fliing was not to be done by somebody, or 
that they deny that it was to be so done as to keep 
pace with the other work, but that it is insisted by 
them that they are only bound to do the work set 
down in the specifications or expressly required by 
their contract, and it is contended tuat this back- 
filling 18 not covered by the specifications or by their 
contract proper; that, after the making of this con- 
tract, the duty remained upon the city, through some 
other contractor or otherwise, to do this back-filling at 
euch time and in such manner as to keep pace with 
tue progress of the work conceded to be covered by 
this contract, and also to finish up and resiore the 
earth of the «treet in apt time, so as to make it ready 
for the restorition by these contractors of graveling, 
etc., named in this contract, 

This contract, on examination, is partly written and 
partiy printed; the language o parte of it was pre- 
pared expressly for the work undertaken by these Q@gu- 
tractors, and the language of parts of it was prepared 
as a general form, with such provisions as are suitable 
to most of the varieties of public work to be paid for 
out of the general fund of the city. 

The parts prepared especially for this work consist 
of tue specificstions attached to the contract as a 
part of it, and the written part of the contract 
proper—which 18 inserted in the blanks left in the 
printed forms used, The parte not specially 
prepared for this work consist in the printed 
clauses of the contract proper “ intended ” (aa our Su- 
preme Court eays in 29th Ills,, Rep. 39) to apply to 
large classes of contracis “* not to any one exclusive.y.” 
I: is held by our Supreme Court, and laid down by we 
most approved authorities, thatif there be any doubt 
as to the me.ning of the whole contract, the Wworus 
expressly written for the particular contract in question, 
areentitied to havea greater egect atiribujed to thei 
than those printed m the general form, tMasmuch as 
these words are the immedi:te language aud terms 
selected by the parties themselves tor tue expression 
of their meaning, while the words of the general for- 
mula are adapted equally to this case, and ail other 
cases of contracts ufou similar saudjects,

contains ull the written words of the contract proper 
which have any bearing upon the question, and is ia 
tlmuse words:

eral term Le was not bound to do the carpenter work. 
But this, it is conceived, resuits chiefly from 
the difference in the nature of the two classes 
of work to be done. In the prinied cisuses of the 
contract proper iss clause (provided for all cases of 
this kiud) regulating the issue from time to time of es- 
timaies for 85 per cont of the value of the work to be 
done. At the time of issuing such estimates, if in 
sucy estimates anything has veen included fur back- 
filing, orif, on tue contrary, ali the estimates issued 
gince avy of the pack-filuing was done Lave been fasued 
without mecluding any ailowancefor back-tilling, aud 
have been accepted by the coutractors without dissent 
or claim for back-filing, such fact would have some 
bearing in showing the coustruction placed upon tie

Ou the other hand, toarrive atthe construction or 
meaning of a written contract, the law does not per- 
mit resort to contemporaneous oral agreements, nor 
to parties on account of toeir agents at ‘ue time of the 
contract or pending negotiations leading tothe con- 
tract. Buti is proper to resortto tbe surroundings 
under wlich the parties acted at thetime of the exe- 
cution of the contractin se king ‘he sense in which 
the parties used the words in question, 

Do the circumstances under which the contracting 
pariies acted at the making of this contract ? 


WHAT WERE THE CIRCUMSTANCES ? 


The charter required in such cases that, before ad- 
verti-ing for proposals, plans and @) ecifi ations of tue 
work to be let, and the mode of d>iug it, should be 
placed on file, which ehould be open for public inspec- 
tion, The ordinance on this subject also reyuires that 
when bids for any public improvement be advertised 
for, “ there shall \e prepared fulland complete speci- 
fication: for the sa ie,” 

Tue advertisemeuit called for proposals for the con- 
struc. ion of “a brick conduit sccoidiug to plans and 
8 ecifications on file.” This directed ihe attention of 
persons pro) osing to bid to the plansof specifi ation

The very firstline of the specificution begins with 
the words “the portion of the conduit to be con- 
etructed under the foliowing spocifications ”: **To ex- 
tend from the east bank of the North Branch of the 
Cuicago River to the eaore of Lake Michigan.” In an- 
o‘her clause these words are found: ‘“ The contractor 
shail . do all the work of whaisvever p:ture 
necessary to complete the portion of the conduit re- 
quired in these s ecifications,.” In another these words 
are found: ‘“ Tae whole of the work,” 

‘* Work included in these specifications is to be under 
the immediate charge of such engineer or superin- 
tendent . . . asthe Board of Public Works shall 
from time to time appoint for the purpose,” ; 

And the ‘ast requirement in these specifications be- 
gins with these words: “* The whole of the work in- 
cluded in these specifications to be commenced and 
carried on at suca times and places as said Board shall 
direct,” etc, It would seem that, in view of the char- 
ter requiring plans and specifications of the work; and 
in view of tue ordinance requiring “full and complete 
spetifications for the work” to be let; and in view of 
tue fact that the specifications in this case purport and 
profess to cover a.l the work to be let, and say that it 
is only a portion of the whole enterpriss ; and in view 
of tue fact that in descriving the work to be let it is 
twice called “the whole of the work inciuded in tiuese 
specifications,” that the bidder had a right to assume 
that he was not to be required to do anything which 
was not to be found in these specifications, or indicated 
on the plans, 

Tiuese specificatiom cover the removal of graveling, 
etc., before excavation, the excavation of the trench, 
the bra ing of the wulis of the trench, the removal of 
the surplus earth, the restoration of the graveling, etc., 
and provide expressly that they shall ail be done by 
these contractors, and specify minutely how 
each of these items are to be done; and yet there is 
pot one express word as to by whom this back-filling 
is to be done, aud not one word as to by whom the fin- 
ishing work at each end of the conduit proper is to 
be doue, nor as to the mode in which either item shall 
be done; while all the work Lecessary to the compic- 
tion of the orwk conduit, or couduit proper, is minute- 
ly specitied, 

It is understood that it is claimed by the city that 
these con.ractors are bound to do the finishing im- 
mediately at the lake and atthe river, but itis con- 
ceded that that part of the enterprise is not meluded 
in this contract, and the contractors insist that the 
ba K-filling was also jeft out, 

Such being the cond: tious of the plans and specifica- 
tious, the bids were made and tue contract proper was 
executed, These pians and specifications were the 
foundation and basis of tae contract, 

Under these circumstances the contract was pre- 
pared and exe uted, 

It is surely true tuat Do express clause or word can 

*be found, either mm the contract or specifications, im- 
posing upon tuese contractors the doing of the vack-

cuarter which requires work of thia meguituda to be 
let to the .owest bidder, uniess done by a vote cof two- 
tuirds of alltbe Aldermen. But there is 4 provision 
on page 469, Tuley Laws and Ordinances, which enacts 
that “such coutract may be e:t*red into by 
the proper oOftticer without advertising for bide 
by a vote of two-tuirds of all the Aldermen

It will be seen, ‘herefore, in the case supposed, the 
Common Council have the lawful power, by resolution 
approved by tae Mayor, to direct the Comptroller to 
adjust the claim of these contra:tora in this regard by 
the payment of any amount which the Commou Coun- 
cil may thiuk just or for the best interests of the city. 

If the Common Council should think 1t more to the 
interest of the city to Make such adjustment, by grant- 
ing to these contractors an increase over their contract- 
price, that can only be done lawfully by # vote of two- 
thirds of all the Aidermen elected, 

If it Le really true, as al’eged, that these contractors 
have just ground of complalat against tue city on ac- 
count of a substantial inaccuarcy in ihe profile as to 
tne nature of the material (not within the risk taken 
by the coutractors, as above explained), prudence 
would seem to dictate that the city should adjust the 
matter of the work already done, if practicable, by an 
allowance to the contractors of a reasonable com pensa- 
tion for the proper expense of doing the same, and 
tnat the remainder of the work be re-let, taking good 
care, 1n that case, to impose alithe risk as to the na- 
ture of the material upon the contractor, and pro- 
viding expressiy for the doing of the back-filling, and 
the proper restoration of the street by the contractors 
in every reepect, 

Tuis sugges‘ion is the more readily made as that 
course could not possibly do any wrong or injustice 
to either party to the contrary, and would effectually 
dispose of the vexed question of the law us to this 
back-filling, and of a probabiy vexed question of fact 
as (Oo the degree of inaccuracy in the profile. 

If, however, it is thought more to the interests of 
the city to ad,ust the whole matter by granting to 
these contractors ai increase over their contract price, 
and have them finish the work under the present con- 
tract—so modtjied—to cover these matters in contro- 
versy. That can be doue by a vote of two-thirds of 
all the Aldermen elected, Aljl of which is respectfully 
submitted by T. Ly_g Dickey,

Owing to the complicated 
wording of the amendment, which might be con- 
strued as requiring two conductors and two 
diivers for each car, the motion was lost.

ANCIENT EGYPT. 


Lecture by Bayard Taylor at Farwell 
Elall, 

Mr. Bayard Taylor, wnao appeared in the Star 
Lecture Course last night, while entirely a new 
face to a Chicago audience, still proved a very 
welcome one. His name las long been a house- 
bold word among all c.asses of American stu- 
dents and readers. Jiis Frithiof’s Saga, of which 
the old English trausiation, long out of print, 
cou'd only be found in the library of some col. 
lector of rare boo«s, was a valuable addition to 
Loglish lterature.. His Faust found a post of 
admirers, and his other aud lighter works and 
his letcers from the various Jand: he had visited 
have made Lim seem !ike a familiar friend to a 
large proportion of the reading public. 

Wheu Le came upon tue platform last evening 
it was not like greeting a stranger, and the 
strong, cultured, genia! lineaments of the trav- 
elcr and echolar wou the aitention of the audi- 
ence betore be commenced speaking. His voice 
is clear and pleasant, and soe finely modulated 
that without ihe least appearance of effuit it 
was perfectiy audib’e in every part of the room. 
lle tcarcely referred to iis notes, whica were be- 
fore Lim, Lut continved to the end speaking 
upon & subject in which his interest was evi- 
dently so great that, even Lad it been devoid of 
ihe novel information it contained, he must 
have hed the atteution of bis listeners. 

Egyp: as a country, except tv the scholar or 
the travelcr, bas aiwa.s seemed a far-off, rather 
Girtv, disgueting country, whose people even in 
the earliest ages must nave been the grossest 
woud most supersiitious of idolaters. He, how- 
ever, brouxlt tuat country Dui as it isat the pres- 
eut dav, but in its past ages, so forciviv before 
bis audience that to those who \list- 
ened to him it ceased to be mrtbical. 
He tirsat impressed upon his audience the won- 
deitul pecuuarity of the aimoxspbere in thas far 
country, by which ages after aves might go by 
and vet nothing be changed. Stone which would 
crumb.e, wood which would moulder, uudar less 
beated and more humid skies bere remained in 
their integrity, uudissoived, undecaved. Fol- 
lowing Witu a@ orief history of tue wonderful 
mavver in winch the Eevpiian literature 
uad been restosed to i's place amo: the 
other treasures of learning, from the first 
discovery of the Ruvtretta St.ne with its 
triple inser piion of Greek, Hierogiynvhic, aud 
Demotic characters, to the next valuabie history 
oD 10Cd4, aud thence to the wonderiul di-coveries 
of receut cate at Memphis, and the Pyiamids 
vear Cairo, he spole of ** tae inspired guess” 
0. that Bcuoiar who thought to seek for some 
farther revelauion of lis meaning in the Ueptic 
language, and who found that to be but a later 
aod corrupted toim of the aucient Egypt.aa jau- 
guacre, 

Having thus presented the fact of angient 
Egvpt really being possessed of a living ton :ue 
a@yd literature, be presented the country icseif 
to bis audience as papabiy as if it 
had been the Siate of New Jersey 
lie spoke of meeting \iarietiein Eevypt stand- 
ing Ou a wibran sand hill, loosing down on the 
ancient Civ of Memphis, andof waudering wich 
him turough tte streets, beneata its arches, into 
its ‘omrles and houses as perfect to-day as ui it 
were a vew city just building instead of ove 
teat bad been busied forages. He spoke of tie 
d.xeoverv of ancieut Egy tian statues which 
were evidentiy the mos. truthful ever carved. 
and of the intelligences in the countenances of 
Kanotem aid Nephite,—be jookmg tiuteil gent 
arm cultured; seas independent as a vocer 


and as ovself-possessed as a@ Judge. He 
spoke also of other etatues, and 
of the honor paid to woman under 


Egyptian rule. ‘* Nowhere e'se inthe world is 
the Past so near”’ asin Egypt, was the dec'ara- 
tion of the speaker. The imprints of the foot- 
steps of the men who bad oorue the sacred efti- 
gies of the gods to builal were si.llseen when 
those tombs, inclosed in masses Of basalt, and 
hived bevea'hn d:+sert sands, were opened by 
those iv search of Egyp‘iau history and remains. 
He spoke of the ar's and eciences Egypt taugot 
other nations, and that while we looked toward 
Greece as the origivacor of art, and Palestine of , 
pure, ideal religion, that Egypt was the motber* 
of both. He spoke of remains found which 
proved how farste bad advauced, and this vot 
at the date usually ascribed to her, but in the 
earlier dynasties. Egypt, as represented by 
Bayard Taylor, would seem to have only ful- 
fillea the usual destiny of nations. First to have 
been independent, earnest, seeking the truth, 
growing in every way, in art, science, and gen- 
eral cuiture, until the invasion and rein of the 
Soepherd Kings. Then camea period of polit- 
ical greatness, followed by their overthrow, and 
a strong conservatism upon the part of the re- 
instated people. Art. however, bad culminated 
and was declining, while luxury bad taken its 
lace. 

Z ‘The old Egyptian art, however, was no erude 
development, but wonderful in its realty. It 
sought only to express the truth, while Greek 
art auned at somethbiug higher, and produced 
ideal beaucv. The religion of the priesis was 
a peculiarly pure ideal religion, witao all the 
germs of the Hebrew faith. Moses was brought 
up by the priesthood, aud among them learned 
those peculiar tenets which they kept sacred, 
aud did not teach to the common people. 
The lecturer translated some verses found 
upon a tablet which was dedwated 
to lbothmes, aud which was a song of welcome 
to that Kiug worsbiped, as the Egyptian Alngs 
still were while living, as divine. Rector Mor- 
gan, the renowned elocutionist of St. Thomas 
Church, New York, never read the Psalma wito 
more effect than did Mr. Taylor the translation 
of these verses, and to ono not very well ac- 
quainted with the productions of David, they 
tight easily have passed for a portion of them. 
This song to Thothmes, however, was written 
1,600 years before David’s time. He aiso trans- 
laced otuer ancient Egyptian inscriptions co like 
in character to the Hebrew trans ations with 
which modern Christendota is familiar, that one 
might easily exclaim, there is pothing hew un- 
der the sun, aod easily fancy the igspired 
writings would in the eud prove plagiarisms. 
‘Iam that lam.” “Trough my love bave I 
drawn pear to God. I have given bread to Lim 
that was bungry, driuk to bim that thirsteth, 
aud belp to vim that was abandoned.” ‘'I am 
be who is. has been, and evermore sbali be.” 
‘There was joy in heaven on the day ne was 
born.” “She is, verily, a collection of evil, a 
wack filled with contention.” And of a drunk- 
ard, “Thou art as a house empty of bread, asa 
sanctuary destitute of its Goa.” 

There certainly is a very strong resemblance 
to these old trauslations from Egypticn papyri 
to sentences wit waich we are all conversan: ip 
in fact Bay- 
aid faylor proved that tbe Mosaic law and re- 
lizion were copied from tae laws and theology of 
tbe ancient Egyptian priests, and ihat from inom 
Abraham obtained the rive of circumcision. He 
denied baving found the letters that pasred 
between Potipuar’s wife apd Joseph, aod assert- 
ed that if be had, in tue view of recent eve. ts, 
he certainly should not pablish them. 

He said that the Egyptiaus grew weary of well- 
doiwg and improvement, and so resced to enjoy 
their superivs koow possessiuns, ad 
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arded civil gove:nment, and proved that the 
Joristian relimon was merely the elimivating 
toat of Dzypt from its grosser port.ous as uuder- 
stood by the peopie. To the priest, the sun, the 
sacred buil, and the sacred cow were ba: sym- 
bols of higher ideals. Still, while he admitted 
that the world was improving and growing in 
knowledve. be still seemed to acknowiedve that 
religion Lad reached its higbest altitude, ite most 
perfect form, so that those terribie, pluiosopuic, 
and scientific materializers must ocoupy a 
curious position.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE MUSEUM. 

Last evening the Museum was opened to the 
public, and entered upon what everybody will 
unite in hoping will be @ career of popularity 
and prosperity. The building internaliy wore s 
holiday appearance, being festooned with ever- 
greens, and smiling and blushing wita conscious 
pride in a coat of fresh paint. In fact there was 
every appearance of ac:ive enterprise about the 
place, and of a serious intention of maxing the 
best of it. The auditorium and museom were 
thrown open together, and the genilomen in the 
audience at least had an opportunity to inspect 
the solid curiosities above instead of the liquid 
below. Hence the Museum may be said to sub- 
serve a highly moral purpose. 

The dramatic entertainment under the man- 
agement of Mr. Biaisdell was well patronized. 
Tae house, rejavenated and adorned, was filled 
beyond its seating capacity at an early hour, aud 
tha: legend dear to the Treasurer, ‘* Standing- 
room only,” was hung out without checking the 
intux. The piece of the evening was John 
Brougham’s farcical comedy, “Romance and 
Reality.” The most sausfactory comment upon 
it would be that it is Broughamesque. It ir 
funny without being by any combination of cir- 
cums'ances pors.ible; and highly enjoyable 
without tor one moment reflecting avy puase of 
human experience. It contains saliies of the 
brightest sort—one of the speeches being 
woithy of iloog life and universal credit. 
Is is that in which Mr. Swift 
declares that he does not like to get up until tue 
word bad been thoroughly aired; uatil ibe call 
had been taken off the morning, in fact. ‘There 
2°93 severai of such quaint and pithy bits of 
humor io commend the piece, and oue or two 
v ry comical situations, but these savor of the 
farce rather than comedy in the true sense of 
the word. The audience, however, came with 
the kindest iment.ons. It evidenUy meant to 
give the old favorities @ warm and hearty re- 
ception, aud each ons, Jon Dillon, Russell 
Soggs, Johu Webster, Reed; and, above all, Mra. 
Mvers, received such evidences of good-will! as 
put the house aud the actors on the most 
pieasaut footing. Mrs. Myers was the re- 
cipent of a very handsome basket 
of flowers and a roundof applause which threat- 
ened indefinits- extension. If course the piece 
was very fairiv acted in every patticuiar. Of 
course John Dillon was brimaiing over with droll 
bamor, and spouted and attitudinized, and kept 
the House in a roar, as usual, his neat and easy 
acting having lost nove of its éxcellence, or bis 
popularitv a jotor tittle of its etreng:h. Of 
course Mr. Soegs Dlaved the part of Asper Manl:, 
au oid man, with great effect, because euca 
parts, no matter Low different, Mr. Sogire always 
cid play we'l; and of course, also, Mra. Mvers 
Was a8 pleasivue and gracefulasever. Mr. Web- 
ster Was agreeable and natty, and Miss 
McHenry khvely and vociferous. Everv- 
body being in good humor, the opening 
Light was ap unalloved success, There are oue 
or two strangers in the company who appeared 
to good advantage, and who will perhaps be- 
come as great favoriies as those who are now 
better known.

ACTION OF THE ST. PAUL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

Specuul Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune. 

Sr. Pact, Minn., Dec. 14.—The Chamber of 
Commerce to-day indefinitely postponed reso- 
lutions favoring further Government subsidy to 
the Fox & Wisconsin improvement, which were 
laid over from last week, and meantime have 
been discussed by the Hons. Ll. Donuelly and E. 
F, Drake ata public meeting appointed by the 
Chamber. Both took ground in favor of a water 
route to Lake Superior as preferable for Minne- 
sota, and more practicaljle.

therefore, could not matenally reduce freight 
costs for the present generation, though having 
an important bearing upon the future develop- 
ment of the country. The Chamber fivally 
adopted resolutions asking the S:ate to survey 
the proposed canal routes between St. Croix and 
the Mississippi Rivers and Lake Superior.

The Ontario Legisiature—The Minis- 
terial Party—Eicction Items, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trioune. 

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 14.—The Ontario Legis- 
lature is rapidly drawing the business of the ses- 
sion to a close. An act of last session gave 
power to grant letters patent to joint stock com- 
panies by order in Council, thus immensely re- 
ducing private bills, which formerly occupied a 
large share of the time of the Legislature and 
its Committees. Lobbying 1s necessarily re- 
duced toaminimum. Throughout the session 
the Government was sustaived by large majori- 
ties; if anything, their strength increasing. 
There is every probability of the session termi- 
nating before Christinas. ‘ 

The two sections of the Roman Catholic party 
have recently been more closely allied, and will, 
at the approaching Ontario electior, cast their 
votes for the Ministerial party. The ballot eys- 
tem willthen be fully inaugurated. The Pro- 
vincial Treasurer, tbe Hon. Adam Crooks, is 
spoken of as the Ministerial candidate for Rast 
‘loronto, in opposition to tae present member, UC.
